Aoout  4,450,000  of  the  turkeys  sold  in -1948  were  carried 
over  from  the  1947  cropo    Of  these,  1^350,000  were 'late-market  hirds  sold  in  January 
and .  Eehruary  1948  and  3,100,000  were  hreeder  hens -and  toms  sold  after  the  "breeding 
season,  mostly  in  April  and  iiay.    Of  the  31,732,000  turkeys  produced  in  1948,  alDOut

was -46.7  cents  per  pound  live  ^^^eight,  compared  with  36.4  cents  in  1947.    lionthly  ■  tar- 
key  prices  were  from  7.3  to  12^6  cents  ahove  those  of  1947,     ^he  turkey-feed  price 
relationship  v/as  less  favorahle  during  January  and  Eehruary  of  1948  than  during  those 
months  in  1947,    As  the  season  advanced,  however,  -  the  ratio  "became  rprogressively 
more  favoraole.

All  .of  this  increase  was  due  to  higher  prices,   since  16  percent  less  pounds  qf  tur-  ■ 
;cey  v;ere  sold  than  in  1947.     Cash  receipts  v/ere  the  second  highest  on  record  hegin- 
ning  with  1929,  heing  exceeded  only  hy  the  receipts  of  $.259,041,000  in  1946.  . 

Market  Turkeys  Slightly  Heavier;     mrket  turkeys  averaged  one  tenth  of  ,a  "oound 
.leavier  in  1948  than  in  1947.     The  average  live  weight  per  turkey  sold  has  increased 
from  13.2  pounds  in  1929 -to  18.2  in  1948  "because  of  the  gradual  increase  in  the  j^ro- 
portion  of  "broads "breasijed  "birds.     The  upward  trend,  however,  was  arrested  in  1948 
by  the  increase  in  Beltsville  IMte  turkeys,  a  small  type  bird,  raised  to  meet  the 
demand  for  a  smaller  turkey.

Death  Loss;    Loss  of  poults  in  1948  was  the  lov;est  in  12  years  of  record  - 
13.6  percent  of  those  hatched,  compared  with  20.2  percent  in  1947  and  the  1942^46 
average  of  25^7  percent.    Weather  •  conditions  were  very  favora'ble  in  1948  for  ."brooding 
and  growing  young  turkeys.    Loss  from  disease  v/as  a"bout  half  the  usual  loss,  .Grov/ers 
took  hotter  care  of  their  young  growing  turkeys  "because  turkey  prices  were  high  and 
prospects  were  favorahle  for  larger  profits.     Breeder  hen  losses  were  7.9  percent 
of  the  numher  on  farms  January  1,  compared  with  7  ..S  percent  in  1947  and  the  5-,y.ear' 
average  of  10.1  percent.  ■  .  .  .
